The Stars and Stripes Raised in 


Porto Eico, U. S. A, 


A. QUIET, DIGNIFIED CEREMONY. 


San Juan de Porto Rico,. Oct. 19.— 


Promptly at noon yesterday the Amer- 
ican flag: was raised over San Juan. 
The ceremony was quiet and dignified, 
unmarred by disorder of any kind. 


The Eleventh regular infantry, with 


two batteries of the Fifth artillery, 
landed in the morning. The latter pro- 
ceeded to the forts, while the infantry 
lined up on the docks. It was a holi- 
day for San Juan, and there were many 
people in the streets. 


Rear Admiral • Schlcy and General 


Gordon, accompanied by their staffs, 


i proceeded to the place in carriages. The 


Eleventh 
infantry 
and 
band, 
with 


Troop H, of the Sixth United States 
cavalry, then marched through the 
streets and formed in the square oppo- 
site the palace. At 11:40 a. m. General 
Brooke, Admiral Schley and General 
Gordon, the United States commission- 
ers, came out of the palace with many- 
naval officers and formed on the right 
side of the square. The streets be- 
hind the soldiers were thronged with 
townspeople, who 
stood waiting 
in 


dead silence. At last the city clock 
struck the hour of 12, and the crowds, 
almost breathless, and with eyes fixed 
upon the flagpole, watched for devel- 
opments. At the sound of the first gun 
from Fort Morro Major Dean and Lieu- 
tenant Castle, of General Brooke's staff, 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes, while the 
band played the "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." 


All heads \\ere bared and the crowds 


cheered. Fort Morro, Fort San Cris- 
tobal and the United States revenue 
cutter Manning, lying in the harbor, 
fired 21 guns each. 


Senor Munez Rivera, who was pres- 


ident of the recent autonomist council 
of secretaries, and other officials of the 
late insular government, were present 
at the proceedings. 


Congratulations 
and 
handshaking: 


among the American officers followed. 
Ensign King hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes on the intendencta, but all other 
flags on the various public buildings 
were hoisted hy military officers. Si- 
multaneously with the raising of the 
flag over the captain general's palace 
many others were hoisted in different 
parts of the city. 


The work of the United States evac- 


uation commission is now over, and all 
the reports will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington. The labors of the party have 
terminated with honors for all con- 
cerned. The American commissioners 
worked without the least delay, and in 
the most thorough and effective man- 
ner. 


SPAIN CAN NO LONGER DOUBT. 


Cuba's ObHzrntlons Must Be Assnmed 


by the fuban Government. 


Paris, Oct. 19.—Spain can no longer 


have any doubt regarding the ultimate 
attitude of the United States toward 
the so-called Cuban debt. The Ameri- 
can commissioners have declined to as- 
sume any part of it, by express treaty 
of by contract. They also declined to 
accept a cession of sovereignty to the 
United States, for in that case Spain 
would claim that such a cession by its 
own force would impose the obligation 
for that debt. 


It is confidently believed that in re- 


fusing to arcept the accession of sov- 
ereignty the American commissioners 
are acting also upon their anounce- 
ment to the world in the intervention 
resolutions disclaiming any intention 
to exercise sovereignty or authority 
over Cuba, except for pacification, and 
then to leave the island to the control 
of its people and its people to the as- 
sumption of its obligations.

London, Oct. 17.—The steamer Mohe- 


gan, of the Atlantic Transfer company, 
was wrecked last Friday evening. Of 
the 144 persons on board, including 5'} 


1 passengers, 95 were lost. The total num- 


ber of bodies thus far recovered is 56. 


Many persons undoubtedly were kill- 


ed by beiny dashed on the rocks who 
would have escaped if cr.st ashore on 
an ordinary coa^t. Some of the bodies 
are horribly mangled. 


The cause of the disaster remains the 


profoundest mystery. Nobody attempts 
to explain how the Mohegan got so 
far north of her true couise—frorr. six 
to seven miles. There was no fog at 
the time, w hile the wind on her port 
quarter was not sufficient to prevent 
her answering the helm 
It has been 


suggested that the compass was faulty, 
but daylight lasted long ; f ter Eddy- 
stone light was passed. 
The sailors 


say the fact that the Lizard light was 
not visible should have served to give 
the alarm. 


Remarkable stories of rescues con- 


tinue. Robert Barrow, a seaman, per- 
formed the feat of swimming- unaided 
through the roughest water to Cove- 
rack Point, a distance of two and one- 
half miles. He climbed up the ragged 
cliff, where a searching party found 
him early the next morning completely 
exhausted. A. C. L. Smith, of Oregon, 
a passenger, surrendered to a woman 
in the water wreckage that was sup- 
porting him and swam ashore unaided. 
The woman was saved. 


The crew, in a chivalrous effort to 


save the women, made the mistake of 
undermanning the boats;. There were 
only four sailors in one boat, which 
capsized as scon as it was launched. 
Messrs. Smith and Bloomingdale say 
that Captain Griffiths had appeared ill 
all day. 
tfe. 


The heroism of the English coast 


patrol and the discipline of the Saxon 
sailors stand out boldly. The Mohegan 
smashed upon the rocks at the Man- 
acles off the Lizard at 7 o'clock Friday 
evening while the passengers were at 
dinner. 


From the best evidence obtainable at 


St. Keverine it appears that the Mo- 
began foundered five minutes after she 
struck the rocks. She was going at 
full speed, struck twice, stopped and 
rapidly settled into the water. As the 
captain and the executive officers of 
the steamer went down with her it has 
been impossible thus far to ascertain 
how she got out of her course, as Fal- 
mouth Light and the coast were vis- 
ible. 


Dinner was ready and Captain Grif- 


fiths was about to proceed to the sa- 
loon when a sudden crash made it ap- 
parent that the steamer had gone 
ashore. The captain immediately went 
on deck, and the survivors say they 
saw him on the bridge doing all in his 
power to lessen the disaster. 


There was a rush for the boats, but 


the officers stood firm and put the 
women aboard first. Captain Griffith 
stuck to his post on the bridge shouting 
orders through a trumpet until he went 
down with the shin. One passenger 
cut away the falls of a lifeboat with a 
razor and thus saved several lives. 


As soon as the Mohegan struck the 


shrieks of the passengers were wafted 
ashore and the Port Houstock lifeboat 
immediately put out. The life savers 
did noble work, and the Port Houstock 
boat was immediately followed by 
others. There was a high sea running. 
as the result of a gale, which made 
it necessary for tugs which put out to 
turn back. 


The terror of the scene was inde- 


scribable—men jumped cverboard in an 
agony of despair and the women pas- 
sengers huddled together and refused 
to leave the deck. The officers remained 
on the bridge to the last and many 
Instances of sacrifice 
are 
recorded. 


Members of the crew are known to 
have stood by and watched the boat* 
launched and put off when it was ap- 
parent that these were the only means 
by which their own lives could 
be 


saved.

STRIKE RIOT_AT VIRDEN. 


frourtoen Killed In a Uattle Between 


Miners and Deputies. 


Virden, Oct. 14.—The little town of 


Virden is comparatively quiet after 
Wednesday's iiolinj: and bloodshed, the 
long expected clash between the union 
miners and impoited negroes. At 12:40 
o'clock the Chicago and Alton special 
train, bearing 200 negio miners from 
the south, arrived at the stockade 
around the Chicaso-Virden Ooal com- 
pany's mines and immediately the ter- 
rific filing b"gan.

miners. 


Wednesday the Chicago and Alton 


limited due to pass here at 10 o'clock 
shot through en route to Chicago an 
hour late, displaying flags on the rear 
indicating that a special was following. 
Immediately the word was spread, and 
a dense crowd of miners collected at 
the entrance of the stockade a half 
mile north of the station. D. B. Kiley, 
a Chicago and Alton detective, stood 
guard at a switch at the south end 
of the station platform, to see it was 
not tampered with. He was the first 
man killed when the firing commenced. 


When the train arrived, in sight shots 


were fired by a miner as a signal to 
the strikers in waiting. Immediately, 
it is said, the deputies on the train 
fired at the croud of strikers, and then 
the firing became general. The train 
remained but two minutes at the stock- 
ade, and no attempt was made to un- 
load the imported miners. When En- 
gineer Burt Tigar received a bullet in 
his arm and dropped from his seat his 
fireman opened the throttle and ran 
the train to Springfield, carrying eight 
wounded men. 


Governor Tanner declares that the 


company is responsible for the massa- 
cre, as his warning against importing 
men had been ignored. The company 
holds the governor responsible, "as he 
incited the strikers to acts of violence." 


Last night the company brought two 


more carloads of negroes to the mines, 
but Captain Fevier, in command of 
the militia, refused to allow them to 
disembark. They have been sent back 
to St. Louis.

The Stars and Stripes Raised in 
Porto Rico, U. S. A. 


A QUIET, DIGNIFIED CEREMONY. 


San Ju a n de Porto Rico,*Oct. 19.— 
Prom ptly at noon yesterday the A m er­ 
ican flag: w as raised over San Juan. 
The ceremony w as quiet and dignified, 
unm arred by disorder of any kind. 


The Eleventh regular infantry, w ith 
two batteries of the F ifth artillery, 
lunded In the morning. The latter pro­ 
ceeded to the fnrts, while the infantry 
lined up on the docks. It was a holi­ 
day for San Juan, and there were m any 
people in the streets. 


R ear Admiral • Schley 
and General 
Gordon, accompanied by their staffs, 
proceeded to the place in carriages. The 
Eleventh 
infantry 
and 
band, 
with 
Troop H, of the Sixth United States 
cavalry, 
then 
m arched 
through 
the 
streets and formed in the square oppo­ 
site the palace. A t 11:10 a. m. General 
Brooke, Admiral Schley and General 
Gordon, the United States commission­ 
ers, came out of the palace with m any 
naval officers and formed on the right 
side of the square. 
The streets be­ 
hind the soldiers were thronged with 
townspeople, who* stood 
w aiting 
in 
dead silence. At last the city clock 
struck the hour of 12, and the crowds, 
almost breathless, and with eyes fixed 
upon the flagpole, w atched for devel­ 
opments. At the sound of the first gun 
from F ort Morro M ajor Dean and Lieu­ 
tenant Castle, of General Brooke’s staff, 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes, while the 
band played the “ Star Spangled B an­ 
ner.” 


All heads were bared and the crowds 
cheered. F ort Morro, F o rt San Cris­ 
tobal and the United States revenue 
cutter Manning, lying in the harbor, 
fired 21 guns each. 


Senor Munez Rivera, who w as pres­ 
ident of the recent autonom ist council 
of secretaries, and other officials of the 
late insular government, were present 
at the proceedings. 


Congratulations 
and 
handshaking 
am ong the American officers followed. 
Ensign King hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes on the intendenela, but all other 
flags on the various public buildings 
were hoisted by m ilitary officers. 
Si­ 
m ultaneously with the raising of the 
flag over the captain general’s palace 
m any others were hoisted in different 
parts of the city. 


The work of the United States evac­ 
uation commission is now over, and all 
the reports will be forw arded to W a sh ­ 
ington. The labors of the party have 
term inated with honors for all con­ 
cerned. The Am erican commissioners 
worked without the least delay, and in 
the most thorough and effective m a n ­ 
ner. 


’SPAIN CAN NO LONGER DOUBT. 


C uba’s ObUerntlons M u st Bo A ssum ed 
by th o ( ’u b a n G o v e rn m e n t. 


Paris, Oct. 19.—Spain can no longer 
have any doubt regarding the ultim ate 
attitude of the United States toward 
the so-called Cuban debt. 
The Ameri­ 
can commissioners have declined to a s­ 
sume any p a rt pf it, by express treaty 
of by contract. 
They also declined to 
accept a cession of sovereignty to the 
United States, for in th at case Spain 
would claim that such a cession by its 
own force would impose the obligation 
for th a t debt. 


It is confidently believed th a t in re­ 
fusing to accept the accession of sov­ 
ereignty the Am erican commissioners 
are acting also upon their {inounee- 
m ent to the world in the intervention 
resolutions disclaiming 
any intention 
to exercise sovereignty or authority 
over Cuba, except for pacification, and 
then to leave the island to the control 
of its people and its people to the a s ­ 
sumption of its obligations. 


This position of the commissioners 
couples itself with the declaration in 
the resolution th a t the people of Cuba 
are by right and ought to be free and 
independent, and good faith requires 
the perform ance of this declaration, it 
being plain that, if Cuba were annexed 
to the United States, while she m ight 
be free, she would not be independent, 


H obson H o m ew ard Hound,

TIE WRECKED E I M 


Ninety-five Lives Lost Off Brit­ 
ain’s Stormy Coast, 


THE BRAYERY OF THE SAILORS. 


London, Oct. 17.—The steam er Mohe- 
gan, of the Atlantic T ransfer company, 
w as wrecked last F rid ay evening. 
Of 
the 144 persons on board, including 53 
> passengers, 95 were lost. The total num ­ 
ber of bodies thus fa r recovered is 56. 


Many persons undoubtedly were kill­ 
ed by being dashed on the rocks who 
would have escaped if cast ashore on 
an ordinary coast. Some of the bodies 
are horribly mangled. 


The cause of the disaster remains the 
profoundest mystery. Nobody attem pts 
to explain how the Mohegan got sc 
fa r north of her true course—from six 
to seven miles. 
There was no fog at 
the time, while the wind on her port 
q u arter was not sufficient to prevent 
her answ ering the helm. 
It has been 
suggested th at the compass was faulty, 
but daylight lasted long : fter Eddy- 
stone light was passed. 
The sailors 
say the fact that the Lizard light was 
not visible should have served to give 
the alarm . 


Rem arkable stories of rescues con­ 
tinue. 
Robert Barrow, a seaman, per­ 
formed the feat of swim m ing unaided 
through the roughest water to Cove- 
rack Point, a distance of two and one- 
half miles. 
He climbed up the ragged 
cliff, where a searching 
party found 
him early the next m orning completely 
exhausted. A. C. L. Smith, of Oregon, 
a passenger, surrendere*! to a woman 
in the w ater wreckage th at was sup­ 
porting him and sw am ashore unaided. 
The w om an was saved. 


The crew, in a chivalrous effort to 
save the women, made the mistake of 
underm anning the boatu. 
There were 
only four sailors in one boat, which 
capsized as soon as it was launched. 
Messrs. Sm ith and Bloomingdale say 
th a t Captain Griffiths had appeared ill 
all day.-

The heroism of 
the English 
coast 
patrol and the discipline of the Saxon 
sailors stand out boldly. The Mohegan 
sm ashed upon the rocks at the M an­ 
acles off the Lizard at 7 o'clock Friday 
evening while the passengers were at 
dinner. 


From the best evidence obtainable at 
St. Keverine it appears th a t the Mo­ 
hegan foundered five minutes after she 
struck the rocks. 
She was going at 
full speed, struck twice, stopped and 
rapidly settled into the w ater. 
As the 
captain and the executive officers of 
the steam er went down with her it has 
been impossible thus far to ascertain 
how she got out of her course, as F a l­ 
m outh L ight and the coast were vis­ 
ible. 


Dinner w as ready and C aptain Grif­ 
fiths w as about to proceed to the sa­ 
loon jvhen a sudden crash m ade it ap ­ 
parent th a t 
the steam er 
had 
gone 
ashore. The captain immediately went 
on deck, and the survivors say they 
saw him on the bridge doing all in his 
power to lessen the disaster. 


There w as a rush for the boats, but 
the officers stood firm and put the 
women aboard first. 
Captain Griffith 
stuck to his post on the bridge shouting 
orders through a trum pet until he went 
down with the ship. 
One passenger 
cut aw ay the falls of a lifeboat with a 
razor and thus saved several lives. 


As soon as the Mohegan struck the 
shrieks of the passengers were wafted 
ashore and the P ort Houstock lifeboat 
im m ediately put out. 
The life savers 
did noble work, and the Port Houstock 
boat 
w as 
immediately 
followed 
by 
others. There was a high sea running, 
as the result of a gale, which made 
it necessary for tugs which p u t out to 
tu rn back. 


The terror of the scene w as inde­ 
scribable—men jumped overboard in an 
agony of despair and the women pas­ 
sengers huddled together and refused 
to leave the deck. The officers remained 
on the bridge to the last and m any 
instances of sacrifice 
are 
recorded. 
Members of the crew are known to 
have stood by and watched the boat» 
launched and put off when it w as a p ­ 
parent th a t these were the only m eans 
by which their own lives 
could 
be 
saved,

STRIKE RI0T_AT VIRDEN. 


f'oxirtoon Ktllod In a H attie Dotwoon 
M in ers and Deputies* 


Virden, Oct. 14.—The little 
town of 
Virden is com paratively quiet after 
W ednesday’s tiuiins and bloodshed, the 
long expected clash between the union 
miners and imported negroes. A t 12:40 
o’clock the Chicago and Alton special 
train, bearing 200 negro miners from 
the south, arrived at the 
stockade 
around the Chicago-Virden Ooal com­ 
pany’s mines and immediately the te r­ 
rific firing b^gan. 
The list stands 14 * 
dead 
and 20 wounded, 
including 11 
miners. 


W ednesday Uie Chicago and Alton 
limited due to pass here at 10 o’clock 
shot through en route to Chicago an 
hour late, displaying flags on the rear 
indicating th a t a special was following. 
Im m ediately the word was spread, and 
a dense crowd of m iners collected a t 
tho entrance of the stockade a half 
mile north of the station. 
D. B. Kiley, 
a Chicago and Alton detective, stood 
guard at a switch a t the south end 
of the station platform, to see it was 
not tam pered with. 
He was the first 
m an killed when the firing commenced. 


W hen the train arrived* in sight shots 
were fired by a m iner as a signal to 
the strikers in waiting. 
Immediately, 
it is said, the deputies on the train 
fired a t the crowd of strikers, and then 
the firing became general. 
The train 
remained but two m inutes at the stock­ 
ade, and no attem p t was m ade to u n ­ 
load the im ported miners. W hen E n ­ 
gineer B urt T ig ar received a bullet in 
his arm and dropped from his seat his 
fireman opened the throttle and ran 
the train to Springfield, carrying eight 
wounded men. 


Governor T an n er declares th at the 
company is responsible for the m assa­ 
cre, as his w arning against im porting 
men had been ignored. 
The company 
holds the governor responsible, “ as he 
incited the strikers to acts of violence/' 


L ast night the com pany brought two 
more carioads of negroes to the mines, 
bu t Captain Fevier, in com m and of 
the militia, refused to allow them to 
disembark. They have been sent back 
to St. Louis.

RE-ENLISTING IN T HE NAVY. 


Two Cruises In su re n U fo -to n if Service 


for tlio Jackie, 


“ Once a sailor always a sailor,” is 
not strictly true of men-o’-war’s men 
of the American navy. 
Only about 
one-half of the men who complete one 
enlistment ship for another three-year 
cruise. 
But about nine-tenths of the 
men who put in two cruises settle 
down to a life-long continuance in the 
service. 
Six years of navy life seem 
to thoroughly inoculate them with 
what the Germans call wanderlust. 
When a bluejacket passes a few of his 
summers in the latitude of the North 
cape and a couple of his winters down 
along the Bermudas or in the salu­ 
brious South Pacific he is likely to 
acquire a dislike for the climate of the 
United States, and this dislike has 
more weight than anything else in 
forming his decision to remain in the 
navy. 
Moreover, after a few years 
in the navy the bluejacket seems to 
become possessed of the odd idea that 
he is really doing nothing aboard ship 
to earn his pay, that the perpotual 
scurry in which he is ke|3t from all 
hands in the morning until pipe down 
at night is really not work, and with 
this quaint notion he also acquires an 
exceedingly exaggerated idea of the 
terrific amount of grinding labor a 
man has to perform in ordeir to gain a 
livelihood ashore. 
Put to a blue­ 
jacket who has put in a couple of 
naval cruises tho direct question, “ Are 
you going to ‘ship over’ when your 
time is out?” and in nine cases out of 
ten he will look you in the eye with 
an expression of stupefaction, and in­ 
quire: 


“ What do you think I am going to 
do—work?” 


Overtime men being shipped back

rake out your coal!” is the kind of 
thing the man of the black gang below 
hears from the “passengersMwhenover 
he tries to smoke a peaceful pipe on 
the to’gallant foVstie. 


One of the immemorial customs of 
tho navy jacks is to secrete in the ditty 
bag of tho discharged shipmate who is 
about to go a can of corned beef, a 
few potatoes, and perhaps one or two 
other articles of sea food. 
This is 
done in order to remind the discharged 
man when he opens his bag ashore that 
in the opinion of hi* shipmates he will 
be unable to earn enough to eat cn 
laud if he takes into his head not to 
ship over, and they have, therefore, 
taken a small measure to shield him 
from starvation with a little navy grub 
when he has “ spent his pay day.”

TFood for Resisting Fires. 


A report from Consul Ptobertson on 
the free port system of Hamburg, just 
published by the Stato Department, 
contains the curious item of informa­ 
tion that in the great new warehouses 
constructed in the German port wood 
is being substituted for non to secure 
better protection against fire. 
These 
buildings were originally provided 
with iron beans and girders, but when 
one of them was burned some years 
ago it was found that tho iron had 
been *o bent and twisted by the heat 
as to become a source of great danger 
to the adjoining structures. 
“In all 
the warehouses, therefore, which have 
since been built,” observes Mr, Eobert- 
son, “ it has been deemed advisable to 
substitute wdod for iron as much as 
possible.” Probably a heavy wooden 
beam, imbedded in some non-conduct­ 
ing material that would exclude the 
air, would be as nearly fireproof as 
anything except brick or stone, 
it 
might be charred on tho outside, but 
the interior would probably remain 
sound in any ordinary heat. 
It is a 
curious speculation to imagine what 
would have happened if tho present 
method of construction in Chicago had 
been in vogue before the great fire. 
A twenty-five-story, eteel-cage build­ 
ing warping into a corkscrew and bor­ 
ing a hole in the sky would be a epec- 
tacle worth going miles to see*

Thus, while tho beef hide maiket has 
its fluctuations and days of glut and 
scarcity, the horse hide market is 
completely stagnated, and there does 
not seem to be any possible hope for 
a revival of it.—St. Louis Globe-

Elephants Killed fur Ivory. 


One-fifth of the world’s commerce 
in ivory comes to Great Britain, and 
it will astonish most people to learn 
that 15,000 elephants have to be killed 
every year to keep our markets sup­ 
plied with the precious substance. 
Altogether, to keep the whole world 
in ivory—apart from fossil tusks—75,- 
000 elephants are slaughtered annu­ 
ally. 


Afiica is the great ivory country, 
and in the Congo basin, the best hunt­ 
ing ground there are supposed to bo 
abuut 200,003 elephants, worth alto­ 
gether about half a million sterling. 
The average weight of ivory obtained 
fiom a single elephant is about fifty 
pounds. 
Tusks weighing about a hun­ 
dred pounds each hav3 been procured, 
but this is very rare. 


The most expensive tusks are those 
used in the manufacture of billiard 
balls; they cost, as a rule, §550 a 
hundred-weight. 


Ivory dust and shavings are used by 
confectioners to stiffen the more ex­ 
pensive kinds of jellies. 
The scrap- 
pings are often burnt and made into 
a paint known as “ivory black,” worth 
about S100 a ton. 


Tho hardest of all ivory is that ob­ 
tained from the hippopotamus. 
It 
will emit sparks like a piece of flint 
when struck with steel, and i3 prinoi 
pally used in making artificial teeth

The Bird* of Alaska. 


The following from Outing describes 


some of tbe birds which breed so 
plentifully in the land of the Klon- 
dike: 


"No sooner had the twilight settled 


over the island than new bird voices 
called from the hills about us. 
The 


birds of the day were at rest and their 
place was filled with the night deni- 
zens of the island. They came from 
the dark recesses of the forests, first 
single stragglers,- increased bv mid- 
night to a stream of eager bird's, pass- 
ing to and from the sea. Many, at- 
tracted by the glow of the burning 
logs, altered their course and circled 
about the fire a few times and then 
sped on. From then- notes we iden- 
tified the principal night prowlers as 
the Cassin's anklet, rhinoceros auk, 
innrrelet and varieties of petrel. 


"All through the night bur slumbers 


were frequently disturbed by birds 
alighting oa the sides of the tent,slip- 
ping down with great scratching into 
the grass below, where our excited 
do* took a hand in the matter, day- 
light often finding our tent strewn 
with the birds he had captured during 
the night When he. found time to 
sleep I do not know. He was after 
birds the entire twenty-four hours. 


"In climbing over the hills of the 


island we discovered the retreats of 
these night birds, tbe soil everywhere 
through the deep woods being fairly 
honeycombed with their nesting bur- 
rows. The larger tunnels of the rhi- 
flqceros auks were, as a rule, on the 
slopes of the hill, while the little bor- 
rows of the Cassin's auklet were on 
top in the flat places. 
We opened 


many of their queer abodes that ran 
back with many turns to a distance of 
ten feet or more. 
Oue or both birds 


were invariably found at the end, cov- 
ering their single egg,for this species, 
like many other sea birds, divide the 
duties of iccnuation, both sexes doing 
an equal share, relieving each oth«r 
at uight."

Harrisburg has been visited by a new 
insect pest and a number of fine maple 
trees have been destroyed by it. It re­ 
sembles the common wasp, except in size, 
it being four times as large.

QUEER WAR STATISTICS. 


ENTERTAINING FIGURES ANENT THE 


ARMY AND THE SUPPLIES USED. 


One of the Mo»t tnterentlng Queatloua In 


Kelatlon to the Fighting Problem I« 
That of Transportation—War's Cost May 
beach the Total of a Billion Dollars. 
Now that the war is over some per- 


sons would like to know how many 
bullets were fired during the conflict, 
but since that cannot be ascertained, 
it is striking enough to consider that 
the 277,000 men now composing the 
army of the United States carry in 
their cartridge belts more than 27 - 
000,000 rifle balls. At all events they 
would carry that many if all of them 
•weie armed with the new magazine 
rifle, commonly known as the Krag-Jor- 
gensen, 100 cartridges being allowed 
to each man. Before long all of Uncle 
Sam's soldiers will be provided with 
this weapon instead of the "archaic" 
Springfield. 


Thus equipped, the 277,000 men 


now enlisted would carry 372 tons of 
bullets at their waists, and this makes 
reckoning of only the leaden balls, and 
not the cartridges containing them. 
Each of the cartridges ia a bit over 
three inches long, and if all those 
contained in the belts of the soldiers 
were placed end to end they would 
stretch 1366 miles. Just think of the 
destructive power represented by that 
line of cartridges ! 


The barrel of one of these regula- 


tion rifles is 30 inches long. 
If all Of 


them—the 277,000—were placed end 
to end so as to make a continuous 
tube, the latter would extend 131 
miles, or just about the distance from 
Washington to Philadelphia. But to 
render the thing more striking, con- 
sider the fact that the new lifle will 
kill a man at 4400 yards. This makes 
a total effective range of 692,500 miles 
for 277,000 rifles. 
Accordingly, if 


the velocities of .all the bullets could 
be combined, three sharpshooters on 
earth would be able to shoot far 
enough to kill three men on the moon. 


Each soldier's uniform, with cape 


overcoat, requires eleven and a quar- 
ter square yards of material. 
Hence 


it appears that if the cloth used for 
making war costumes for the 277,000 
men in the army if spread out would 
cover just about 644 acres, or a little 
over a square mile. At $18.54 a suit 
an outfit of uniforms for all of the 
troops of the United States costs the 
government $5,166,050, enough to 
build, furnish and arm the biggest 
and finest kind of a battleship, such 
as the Oregon. 


Most of the volunteers in the war 


have received only one blanket apiece 
from Uncle Sam, though the usual 
allowance is two. These blankets are 
of exceptionally fine material, costing 
$3.33 a piece. 
To provide every man 


in the army with one means an ex- 
pense of $922,410, and these 277,000 
blankets would cover 244 acres of 
ground. They are seven feet long by 
five and a half feet wide, and it is 
agreed by both officers and men in 
the service that better poker can be 
played on them' than on any other 
kind of a cloth. 


To make an army shirt of cloth re- 


quires three square yards of stuff, 
and the government pays $1.95 for 
the finished garment Thus it is eas- 
ily calculated that such shirts for all 
the troops would come to a total of 
§540,000 and the material for them 
would spread over 172 acres. More 
interesting is the fact that 34,625 
calves would be required to furnish 
leather for the shoes of ail the regi- 
ments, and this would take no account 
of the soles and heels which would 
have to be supplied by 90,233 cows. 
The rubber cloaks for the army called 
"ponchos," wonld 
cogt 3390)570j 


and would cover 143 acres. 
One 


acre of good land yields 375 pounds 
of cotton, which can be woven into 
147 half tents of the "shelter" kind 
used in the field. Each two soldiers 
have a tent between them, one cariy- 


/ ing the right half and the other the 


left half. 
Such a tent coats $3.97 


complete, with jointed pole, etc, the 


f total expense of sheltering the entire 
army under canvas being $549.845. 
Spread out the canvas needed would 
cover 272 acres, each half tent having 
four and three-quarter yards of ma- 
terial. To produce the cotton for 
making all this tentage would need 
1889 acres, or nearly three square 
/miles. 


An ordinary canteen holds two 


quarts. 
With all these receptacles 


filled the present army of 277,000 
mea carries 3644 hogsheads of water 
TLjs, in fact, is about equivalent to 
tLe daily requirements of water for 
the troops. The quantity would last 
one man more than seven hundred 
and sixty years. Each man has a tin 
cup that holds a pint and a half. 
If 


all of them were filled they would 
contain 2733 hogsheads. But soldiers 
nre thirsty people and their belt ca- 
pacity is wonderful Forty-nine inches 
long, by the way, is the average car- 
tridge belt and 277,000 of them put 
eud to end would stretch 214 miles.

less than 203 miles. If it be supposed 
that the jouruey taken by the aver- 
age enlisted man was 200 miles, it 
will appear that the total number of 
miles traversed was 55,400,000. This 
total represents more than half the 
distance from the earth to the sun, 
and a paid ticket on that basis would 
entitle an individual soldier to 115 
round trips to the moon. 


The war department says that it 


costs eighteen cents a day to maintain 
a soldier. This, of course, means the 
regular rations. 
Transportation cf 


provisions means an extra expense, 
and so it is reckoned that a fighting 
man requires 22 cents a day for his 
maintenance. Now, at this rate, the 
government is obliged to pay $60,940 
a day for food for the 277,000 men en- 
listed. Each man is entitled to an 
allowance of twenty ounces of fresh 
meat a day, which means a total of 
346,250 pounds for the entire army. 
Of flour the allowance is eighteen 
ounces, amounting to 1589 barrels a 
day for the whole army. Beckoning 
things on the same basis, the army as 
at present constituted requires 1731 
barrels of potatoes daily, and for the 
same period 27,700 pounds of coffee, 
41,550 pounds of sugar, 11,279 pounds 
Of salt, 5639 rounds nf Rnnn AA9.A.

A Boundless Field of Opportunity 


the Sex In This Line. 


" There is one pursuit captured by 


women," said a Washington lawyer to 
the Star man the other day, "that has 
hardly attracted any attention. That 
is the selling of law books. There is 
a boundless field of opportunity for 
the sex in this line of work. The 
multiplicity of courts, the rapid in- 
crease of business and of lawsuits, 
and the ever-swelling host of young 
lawyers, together afford an excuse for 
a vast amount of printing. There are 
a dozen or more large publishing 
houses running at full force on new 
law books, which must be sold. Some 
of them are indispensable and every 
good lawyer must have them. But a 
large proportion are reports of the 
decisions of out-of-the-way, courts, 
collections of cases in special lines of 
practice, or digests of all manner of 
obiter law in every petty court in the 
laud. 
Of course the only way to sell 


this stuff is to put traveling salesmen 
out on the road to get right at the 
profession and cram the books down 
the lawyer's throat. 
Nearly all the 


publishing houses employ handsome, 
bright, quick-witted women to do 
this part of the work. Some of them 
are attractive and do not allow their 
charms to drive away business. Most 
of them, however, are middle-aged 
women who have had a good deal of 
experience in business and know hu- 
man nature to a dot. They invade 
the lawyer's office and by thejr thor- 
ough knowledge of law and practice, 
together with the knack of telling 
good stories and dealing out a modi- 
cum of flattery, soon inveigle a fellow 
into subscribing for a shelf full of 
wood pulp, lampblack and sheepskin 
that he had far better let rot in the 
publisher's cellars.

One 
way she does it is to get hold of a 
professor or some bright student, and 
from him learn all about every class 
in the various law schools.

That gold was produced in the island 


in paying quantities is proven by the 
fact that the SparfJsh from the time of 
its conquest maintained a mint there, 
and the Indians carried on their bar- 
ter with the white men with gold and 
silver. The city of Saa Juan de Porto 
Eico, one of the old towns of the new 
world, -was always full of treasure, 
and many attacks were made on it by 
British soldiers, sailors, 
merchant 


mariners and plain pirates. The city 
was garrisoned strongly in conse- 
quence, and the fortifications were the 
strongest of any in the new world. 


So powerful were the defenses that 


few ordinary rovers' expeditions dared 
to attack the place. 
Most of them 


contented themselves with cruising 
up and down outside and swooping on 
such Spanish vessels as happened to 
sail to or from the port 
Even the 


English considered the port impreg- 
nable. Once they succeeded in tak- 
ing it, but not by sea. 
The natural 


disadvantages of the country made 
it impossible for them to hold it, how- 
ever. The first man to attack it, Drake, 
nearly paid for it with the loss of his 
whole 
fleet. 
* 


The successful attack on Porto Eico 


was made exactly three centuries ago, 
in June, 1598. Then the Earl of Cum- 
berland took it after severe fighting, 
with the intention of holding it for 
his country as an outpost of British 
colonies. 
But fever and heat made it 


impossible to remain and the forces 
were withdrawn with no profit to show 
for the occupation, for the treasure 
houses had been emptied and the In- 
dians would not, or could not, tell 
where the rich mines were. 


Drake's unsuccessful attack had 


been made three years before and had 
been confined to an attack by sea. His 
men were beaten off with great loss. 
Drake had been after a galleon that 
was repairing in the harbor and after 
the treasure that was in the island 
treasure houses. 
But the Earl of 


Cumberland was after the island and 
its hidden mines. So rich was the 
island said to be that the English be- 
lieved that gold had been fotind there 
in wedges and nuggets great enough 
to serve as plates and trays when 
beaten out. 


The Earl of Cumberland's men, after 


they had taken the town, beard that 
Joachin de Luyando, once a mint mas- 
ter in the island, who had become 
prodigiously wealthy in a few years, 
had sent the king of Spain a mass of 
pure gold which was found to be worth 
3500 ducats. 
That there was such a 


mint master on the island and that he 
was enormously rich, is established. 
But -where the mines are from which 
the wealth came none knows today. 
All that is known is that old mines 
were worked by the Indians and slaves 
of the Spanish somewhere in the in- 
terior of the island and that the ore 
was transported to San Juan on the 
backs of the workers. 


It was sometime in the reign of 


Philip of Spain that the gold mines of | 
Porto Rico were sealed up and their 
secret lost, unless it exists some- 
where in some ancient and forgotten 
state paper ia the archives of Spain. 
The island was of the greatest iaipor- 
tans-e to the Spanish government as a 
port of call and a harbor cf refuge 
for tiie great treasure ships that sailed 
between Spain acd the oilier more 
western ports of the Antilles and the 
rich Central American coast. For this 
reason alouc the English were anxious 
to possess it, but it was har<l to get 
an expedition out in those days unless 
the gentlemen adventurers foresaw a 
good abate of spoils. 
Therefore, it 


was said, the king cf Spain, having 
many other sources of gold at his dis- 
posal, thought it prudent not io tempt 
the English to attack his neressary 
outpost, and for this reason the mines 
were shut <lown jind sealed. 


At any rnte, the Porto Eico gold 


mines disappeared 
from 
common 


knowledge all at once.

No One Ever Saw a Live Sardine Out of 


the Water. 


The peddlers in the streets of Paris 


are now crying out, "Sardines de 
Nantes!" and the grocers display the 
little >arnished boxes labelled "Sar- 
dines a 1'huile, fabrication 1898." 
But where do the sardines come 
from?" 
Certainly not from Nantes. 


They come from Quiberon, Douar- 
nenez, 
Concarneau, 
Croisic, and 


especially from Belle Isle. 


The sardine fishing season com- 


mences at the beginning of June. As 
soon as the fishermen of the coast of 
Brittany notice shoals of porpoises or 
flocks of seagulls off shore in great 
numbers they immediately make sail, 
for thB sardine is-there. 
The birds 


and porpoises locate him. The build- 
ing and repairing of the sardine fish- 
ing boats during what is called the 
dead season give employment to a 
great many workmen. As a rule, they 
are ten-ton ners, with a crew of from 
six to ten men. 
The captain and the 


mate are the only professional fisher- 
men on board; the others are men of 
all trader 
The outfit consists ex- 


clusively of nets with very sr^all 
meshes, and their length is from 
100 to 500 metres. 
The 
upper 


parts of the nets are kept upon the 
surface of the water by corks and the 
entire machine is held rigid by pieces 
of- lead at the bottom. 
The nets are 


all stained a sort of sea green color, 
to render them less visible. 


When the first school of sardines ia 


noticed the boats all run to the fishing 
grounds. 
The exact presence of the 


fish is determined by an oily substance 
on the surface of the water and also 
by a considerable quantity of little 
scales, which give the water a metallic 
appearance. 
In calm weather, as 


soon as the captain has his boat im- 
mediately over the shoal he lowers his 
nets, and two men of the crew, with 
great oar's, work steadily to keep the 
boat stationary, while the 
others 


lower the nets. Standing at the stern 
of the boat the captain throws the 
chum overboard. This chum is a bait 
made of the eggs of the codfish, andi 
keeps the fish in the desired place 
A spot that is well baited in this way 
is called larden in French, and the 
coating of the chum is called bailler. 


In a few moments, if the fish are 


plentiful, new quantities of scales 
float upon the surface and the net it- 
self is agitated by the struggles of the 
immense number of fish. Then it is 
lifted, and while the sails are again 
hoisted and the boat pointed for shore 
the men of the crew shake the nets 
and toss the fish upon the deck. 


A curious thiig about this kind of 


fishing is that one rarely sees a living 
sardine out of the water. 
The fish 


make a little squeak when taken from 
the water and die instantly. 
Of the 


250 or 300 fishing boats fitted out at 
Belle Isle 200 belong to Palais and the 
others to Satizon. 
It is in these two 


ports that the fishermen sell their 
fish. 
An ordinary catch of sardines 


gives to each boat from 8000 to 10,- 


Cruwn Roa»t of Lamb. 


Have the rack of the lamb cut from 


the shoulder close to the loin on one 
siile. Separate the ribs to within two 
inches and one-half of the backbone, 
then scrape the meat off the ribs as 
for French chops. Make a ring of the 
rack by joining the two ends with a 
skewer, having the skin side of the 
lamb form the inside of the roast.

Turn out a tin of si-.niou and tr- 


raugc the fish on a plate, carefully re- 
moving all skin and bone. Next "pre- 
pare the sauce. 
Place a yolk of a 


very fresh egg, perfectly free from the 
white, into a small basin, and stir with 
a wooden spoon, mixing in at the same 
time salt to taste, and about half a 
saltspoouful of mustard. Have a small 
bottle of salad oil in your left hand, 
cut a hole iu the cork so that the oil 
will drop slowly through it; stir vig- 
orously the whole time. Directly the 
mayonnaise begins to thicken the oil 
may be added in larger quantities, 
though still slowly. 
When about a 


gill of oil has been used, add a tea- 
spoonful each of tarragon vinegar and 
lemon juice, and if the sauce is still 
too thick, thin it down with a little 
cold stock. Prepare some lettuce and 
lay it on a dish, and on this arrange 
the salmoa, pour the sauce over, then 
garnish prettily with slice* of cucum- 
ber and capers.

Keeps the Can That Saved His life. 
Don Stark, Ann Arbor's hero in the

a fort a mile and a half away rained 
shot and shell among the soldiers.

Apple Sauce That Will Keep. 


This is as great a convenience a* 


preserves, the preparation of apples 
for sauce not being always convenient 
for the busy housekeeper. Inferior 
apples may be used in this way, and 
the windfalls of early autumn, when 
one is fortunate enough to own an 
orchard, will be found quite available. 
They should be peeled, cored and 
freed from every blemish, then cut up 
in quite small pieces. 
A large earth- 


en jar with a cover should be ready to 
receive them. Into this put first a 
liberal sprinkling of sugar, with cin- 
namon to taste, then a layer of apples, 
then more sugar and cinnamon, and 
BO on till the jar is full. 
The sugar 


should be regulated according to the 
tartness of the apples, from a quarter 
to half a pound for one pound of ap- 
ples being the rule. 
The jar should 


be placed at the back of the range and 
the fruit kept covered and gently sim- 
mering through the day. It should 
then be set away to cool and the ap- 
ples taken out only as they are need- 
ed for sauce or desserts. Having no 
water mixed with them, apples pre- 
pared in this way are very palatable. 
—JDadies' Home Journal. 


Household Hints. 


A little lemon juice or vinegar helps

The loss on 
building is about $3,500. 
The latter building was burned out 
about one year ago, causing a heavy loss 
to Mr. Yeager. 


The plant of the Nes Spoke and Wheel 
Company, in York, was almost totally 
destroyed by fire Wednesday evening. 
The loss is between $6000 and $7000.

An Adams County Hero. 
The New York Sun, of Sunday, con­ 
tained a letter from Chambersburg, in 
which several Franklin county soldiers, 
who Avcre in the fight at Santiago, were 
spoken of. It had also the following: 
One of tbo notable feats in the operations be­ 
fore Santiago was performed by Sergt. E Iwnrd 
Wittig, of the Thirteenth U. S. Infantry, whoso 
homo is in Adnms county, Pa. lie was in com. 
tnand of a small squad of men and a Gatling 
gun. He and his soldiorB pushed their way up 
one of the San Juan hills, pulling the gun after 
them, outting the barbed wire formes and reach­ 
ing the top in the face of a furious fire from the 
Spaniards. Many men would have turned back 
and dragged tho gun down the hill again, or 
possibly, Jet it remain to be used by Spaniards, 
for the bullets from the Mauser rifles were cut­ 
ting through the air with an unpleasant persist­ 
ency. Hut tho Pennsylvania-Gerinan Sergeant 
was not to bo kept from the crest of the hill* lie 
and his men were often compelled to halt mid 
screen themselves in tho underbrush, some wore 
wounded, it seemed that nil must be shot tiowi,, 
but the progress of tbo Gatling gun was never 
stopped long. Pulling and pushing it tho Bold- 
iersgnt it to the crest and then what vengeance 
they took upon the Spaniards who had wounded 
their comrades! Turning the gun upon them 
Sergt. Wittig began pouring Into their broken 
ranks 500 snots a minu te and they scattered in 
quick profusion. And so bravely did Wittig 
and his few men defend their position that the 
Spaniards were unable to dislodge them.

T h e B irds of Alaska* 


Thefollowingfrom Outing describes 
some of the birds which breed so 
plentifully in the land of the Klon­ 
dike: 


“ Xo sooner had the twilight settled 
over the island than new bird voices 
called from the hills about us. 
The 
birds of the day were at rest and their 
place was filled with the night deni­ 
zens of the island. 
They came from 
the dark recesses of the forests, first 
single stragglers,- increased by mid­ 
night to a stream of eager birds, pass­ 
ing to and from the sea. 
Many, at­ 
tracted by the glow of the burning 
logs, altered their course and circled 
about the lire a few times and then 
sped on. 
From their notes we iden­ 
tified the principal night prowlers as 
the Cassin’s aulciet, rhinoceros auk, 
mnrrelet and varieties of petrel. 


“ All through the night our slumbers 
were frequently disturbed by birds 
alighting on the sides of tho tent,slip­ 
ping down with great scratching into 
the grass below, where our excited 
do& took a hand in the matter, dav- 
* 
4» 
light often finding our tent strewn 
with the birds he had captured during 
the night. 
When he. found time to 
sleep I do not know. 
He was after 
birds the entire twenty-four hours. 
j 


“ In climbing over tho hills of the 
island we discovered the retreats of 
these night birds, the soil everywhere 
through the deep woods being fairly 
honeycombed with their nesting bur­ 
rows. 
The larger tunnels of the rhi- 
nQceros auks were, as a rule, pn the 
slopes of the hill, while the little bur­ 
rows of the Cassinis auklet wore on 
top in the flat places. 
We opened 
many of their queer abodes that ran 
back with many turns to a distance of 
ten feet or more. 
One or both birds 
were invariably found at the end, cov­ 
ering their single egg,for this species, 
like many other sea birds, divide the 
duties of incubation, both sexes doing 
an equal share, relieving each other 
at night, ”

QUEER WAR STATISTICS. 


ENTERTAINING FIGURES ANENT THE 
ARMY AND THE SUPPLIES USED. 


One of th e Most Interesting1 Questions in 
K elation to the F ig h tin g P roblem Is 
T h at of T ransportation—W a r’s Cost May 
lleach the Total of a Billion d o lla rs. 
Now that the war is over some per­ 
sons would like to know how many 
bullets were fired during the conflict, 
but since that cannot bo ascertained, 
it is striking enough to consider that 
the 277,000 men now composing the 
army of the United States carry in 
their cartridge belts more than 27,- 
000,000 rifle balls. At all events they 
would carry that many if all of them 
■were armed with the new magazine 
rifle, commonly known as the Iirag-Jor- 
gensen, 100 cartridges being allowed 
to each man. Before long all of Uncle 
Sam’s soldiers will be provided with 
this weapon instead of tho “archaic” 
Springfield. 


Thus equipped, the 277,000 men 
now enlisted would carry 372 tons of 
bullets at their waists, and thismake^ 
reckoniug of only the leaden balls, and 
not the cartridges containing them. 
Each of the cartridges is a bit over 
three inches long, and if all those 
contained in the bolts of tho soldiers 
were placed end to end they would 
stretch 1366 miles. 
Ju st think of the 
destructive power represented by that 
lino of cartridges I 


The barrel of one of these regula­ 
tion rifles is 30 inches long. 
If all of 
them—the 277,000—were placed end 
to end so as to make a continuous 
tube, 
the latter would extend 131 
miles, or just about the distance from 
Washington to Philadelphia. 
But to 
render the thing more striking, con­ 
sider the fact that the new rifle will 
kill a man at 4400 yards. This makes 
a total effective range of 692,500 miles 
for 277,000 rifles. 
Accordingly, if 
the velocities of .all the bullets could 
be combined, three sharpshooters on 
earth would be able to shoot far 
enough to kill three men on the moon. 


Each soldier’s uniform, with cape 
overcoat, requires eleven and a quar­ 
ter square yards of material. 
Hence 
it appears that if the cloth used for 
making war costumes for the 277,000 
men in the army if spread out would 
cover just about 644 acres, or a little 
over a square mile. 
At $18.54 a suit 
an outfit of uniforms for all of the 
troops of the United States costs the 
government $5,166,050, 
enough 
to 
build, furnish and arm the biggest 
and finest kind of a battleship, such 
as the Oregon. 
. Most of the volunteers in the wfar 
have received only one blanket apiece 
from Uncle Sam, 
though the usual 
allowance is two. 
These blankets are 
of exceptionally fine material, costing 
$3.33 a piece. 
To provide every man 
in tho army with one means an ex­ 
pense of $1)22,410, and these 277,000 
blankets would cover 244 acres of 
ground. 
They are seven feet long by 
five and a half feet wide, and it is 
agreed by both officers and men in 
the service that better poker can bo 
played on them* than on any other 
kind of a cloth. 


To make an army shirt of cloth re­ 
quires three square yards of stuff, 
and the government pays $1.95 for 
the finished garment. 
Thus it is eas­ 
ily calculated that such shirts for all 
the troops would come to a total of 
$540,000 and the material for them 
would spread over 172 acres. 
More 
interesting is the fact that 34,625 
calves would be required to furnish 
leather for the shoe« of all the regi­ 
ments, and this would take no account 
of the soles and heels which would 


less than 200 miles. If it be supposed 
that the journey taken by the aver­ 
age enlisted man was 200 miles, it 
will appear that the total number of 
miles traversed was 55,400,000. 
This 
total represents more than half the 
distance from the earth to the sun, 
and a paid ticket on that basis would 
entitle an individual soldier to 115 
round trips to the moon. 


The war department says that it 
costs eighteen cents a day to maintain 
a soldier. 
This, of course, means the 
regular rations. 
Transportation cf 
provisions means an extra expense, 
and so it is reckoned that a fighting 
man requires 22 cents $ day for his 
maintenance. 
Now, at this rate, tho 
government is obliged to pay $60,940 
a day for food for tho 277,000 men en­ 
listed. 
Each man is entitled to an 
allowance of twenty ounces of fresh 
meat a da3% which means a total of 
346,250 pounds for the entire army. 
Of flour the allowance is eighteen 
ounces, amounting to 1589 barrels a 
day for the whole army. 
Beckoning 
things 011 the same basis, the army as 
at present constituted requires 1731 
barrels of‘potatoes daily, and for tho 
same period 27,700 pounds of coffee, 
41,550 pounds of sugar, 11,279 pounds 
of salt, 
5639 pounds of soap, 4424 
pounds of candles, 692 pounds of 
pepper and 44 hogsheads of vinegar. 


During the war the loss to the 
Spaniards by ships destroyed has 
been $24,500,000. 
The cost of the 
war to the United States may reach a 
billion dollars.—New York Sun*

Nearly all the 
publishing houses employ handsome,

this part of the work. 
Some of them 
are attractive and do not allow their 
charms to drive away business. Most 
of them, however, 
are middle-aged 
women who have had a good deal of 
experience in business and know h u ­ 
man nature to a dot. 
They invade 
the lawyer's office and by th^ir thor­ 
ough knowledge of law and practice, 
together with the knack of telling 
good stories and dealing out a modi­ 
cum of flattery, sooh inveigle a fellow 
into subscribing for a shelf full of 
wood pulp, lampblack and sheepskin 
that he had far better let rot in the 
publisher’s cellars.

student who has greatness, fame and 
fortune by the throat, he falls an easy 
prey to the lady Jaw book agent. One 
way she does it is to get hold of a 
professor or some bright student, and 
from him learn all about every class 
in the various law schools.

Spaniard« M aintained a M int T here— 
Tho Mine« Sealed to K eep tho Kngllsh 
Out—W orked by Slaves an d 
Indians. 


Somewhere in the island of Porto 
Rico there are hidden gold mines of 
fabulous richness, unless all tho old 
Elizabethan sailors were grossly de­ 
ceived and tho old chronicles all are 
wrong. 
“ Porto Rico” means “rich 
port,” and it was so named long ago, 
shortly after the first great voyage of 
Columbus into tho unknown western 
sea. 
I t was known as a port of call 
for the immense Spanish galleons on 
their way to and from the coasts of 
Central America and the islands of the 
Antilles, and, therefore, was watched 
with particular interest by the mer­ 
chant mariners of merry England. 
Mauy a fine old galleon was picked up 
in the sea around San Juan. 
But not 
only the hope of picking up a galleon 
or two inspired the English sea rovers 
to steer for Porto Rico. 
Out of tho 
mysterious Western World there came 
adventurers with strange and exciting 
tales of ancient Indian mines in the 
island, and Porto Rico swam before 
the eyes of the knights of the sea in 
those days in a golden glory. 


That gold was produced in tho island 
in paying quantities is proven by the 
fact that the Spaifish from the time of 
its conquest maintained a mint there, 
and the Indians carried on their bar­ 
ter with the white men with gold and 
silver. 
The city of San Juan de Porto 
Rioo, ono of tho old towns of tho now 
world, was always full of treasure, 
and many attacks were made on it by 
British soldiers, 
sailors, 
merchant 
mariners and plain pirates. 
Tho city 
was garrisoned strongly in conse­ 
quence, and the fortifications were tho 
strongest of any in the new world. 


So powerful were tho defenses that 
few ordinary rovers’ expeditions dared 
to attack the place. 
Most of them 
contented themselves with cruising 
up and down outside and swooping on 
such Spanish vessels as happened to 
sail to or from the port. 
liven the 
English considered tho port impreg­ 
nable. 
Once they succeeded in tak­ 
ing it, but not by sea. 
The natural 
disadvantages of the country made 
it impossible for them to hold it, how­ 
ever. The first man to attack it, Drake, 
nearly paid for it with the loss of his 
whole fleet. 
c 


The successful attack on Porto Rico 
was made exactly three centuries ago, 
in June, 1598. Then the Earl of Cum­ 
berland took it after severe fighting, 
with the intention of holding it for 
his country as an outpost of British 
colonies. 
B ut fever and heat made it 
impossible to remain and the forces 
were withdrawn with no profit to show 
for the occupation, for the treasure 
houses had been emptied and the In ­ 
dians would not, or could not, tell 
wrhere the rich mines were. 


Drake’s 
unsuccessful attack had 
been made three years before and had 
been confined to an attack by sea. His 
men were beaten off with great loss. 
Drake had been after a galleon that 
was repairing in the harbor and after 
the treasure that wras in the island 
treasure houses. 
But the Earl of 
Cumberland wras after tho island and 
its hidden mines. 
So rioh was the 
island said to be that the English be­ 
lieved that gold had been found there 
in wedges and nuggets great enough 
to s&rve as plates and trays when 
beaten out. 


The Earl of Cumberland’s men, after 
they had takeh tho town, heard that 
Joachin de Luyando, once a mint mas­ 
ter in tho island, who had become 
prodigiously wealthy in a few years, 
had sent the king of Spain a mass of 
pure gold which was found to be worth 
3500 ducats. 
That there was such a 
mint master on the island and that he 
was enormously rich, is established. 
But where the mines are from which 
the wealth came none knows today. 
All that is known is that old mines 
were worked by the Indians and slaves 
of the Spanish somewhere in the in­ 
terior of the island and that the ore 
was transported to San Juan on the 
backs of tho workers. 


It was sometime in the reign of 
Philip of Spain that the gold mines of 
Porto Rico were sealed up and their 
secret lost, 
unless it exists some­ 
where in some ancient and forgotten 
state paper in the archives of Spain. 
Tho island was of the greatest impor­ 
tance to the Spanish government as a 
port of call and a harbor of refuge 
for the great treasure ships that sailed 
between Spain and the other more 
western ports of tho Antilles and the 
rich Central American coast. 
For this 
reason alone the English were anxious 
to possess it, but it was hard to get 
an expedition out in those days unless 
the gentlemen adventurers foresaw a 
good share of spoils. 
Therefore, it 
was said, the king of Spain, haying 
many other sources of gold at his dis­ 
posal, thought it prudent not to tempt 
the English to attack his necessary 
outpost, and for this reason the mines 
were shut down and sealed. 


At any rate, the Porto Rico gold 
mines 
disappeared 
from 
common 
knowledge all at once. 
And never 
has there been any authentic account 
of them since then. 
Indeed, m pro­ 
saic and incredulous generation might 


bo excused for classing them as mvtha 
were it not for that story of Joachin 
de Luyando and his golden plates. 
Under tho medinpval rule of tho Span­ 
iard in tho last 300 years thoro hafi 
been little inducement or chance foi 
seekors aftor lost mines. 
Now— who 
knows ? tho American conqueror fol­ 
lowing a quest much different from 
that of his predecessors of the same 
race, tho Farl of Cumberland and tho 
great Captain Drake, may stumble on 
the secrets for tho possession of which 
bo many Englishmen havo died. 


HELPS FOR HOUSEWIVES, 


SARDINE 
FISHING 
AND 
CANNING. 


No Ono E ver Saw a Live Sardino O ut of 


th e W ater. 


Tho peddlors in tho streets of Paris 
are now crying out, 
“ Sardines de 
Nantes!” and the grocers display tho 
little varnished boxes labelled “ Sar­ 
dines a 1’huile, 
fabrication 1S98.” 
But whero 
do 
tho sardines come 
from?“ 
Certainly not from Nantes. 
They come from Quiberon, Douav- 
nenez, 
Concarneau, 
Croisic, 
and 
especially from Belle Isle. 


The sardine fishing season com­ 
mences at tho beginning of J uno. 
As 
soon as the fishermen of tho coast of 
Brittany notice shoals of porpoises or 
flocks of seagulls off shore in great 
numbers they immediately make sail, 
for tliB sardine is-there. 
The birds 
and porpoises locate him. 
The build­ 
ing and repairing of the sardine fish­ 
ing boats during what is called tho 
dead season give employment to a 
great many workmen. 
As a rule, they 
are ten-tonners, with a crew of from 
six to ten meu. 
Tho captain and the 
mate are the only professional fisher­ 
men on board; the others are men of 
all trades. 
The outfit consists ex­ 
clusively of nets wTith very sr*all 
meshes, and their length is from 
100 to 500 
metres. 
The 
upper 
parts of the nets are kept upon the 
surface of the water by corks and the 
eutire machine is held rigid by pieces 
of lead at the bottom. 
The nets are 
all stained a sort of sea green color, 
to render them less visible. 


When the first school of sardines is 
noticed the boats all run to the fishing 
grounds. 
The exact presence of the 
fish is determined by an oily substance 
on the surface of the water and also 
by a considerable quantity of little 
scales, which give the water a metallic 
appearance. 
In calm weather, 
as 
soon as the captain has his boat im­ 
mediately over the shoal ho lowers his 
nets, and two men of the crow, w*ith 
great oat's, work steadily to keep tho 
boat 
stationary, 
while the 
others 
lower the nets. 
Standing at the stern 
of the boat the captain throw’s the 
chum overboard. 
This chum is a bait 
made of the eggs of the codfish, audit 
keeps the fish in the desired place. 
A spot that is w'ell baited in this wray 
is called larden in French, and the 
casting of the chum is called bailler. 


In a few moments, if the fish are 
plentiful, new quantities of scales 
float upon the surface and the net it­ 
self is agitated by the struggles of the 
immense number of fish. 
Then it is 
lifted, and while tho sails are again 
hoisted and the boat pointed for shore 
the men of the crew shake the nets 
and toss the fish upon the deck. 


A curious tbifcg about this kind of 
fishing is that one rarely sees a living 
sardine out of the wfater. 
The fish 
make a little squeak w’hen taken from 
the water and die instantly. 
Of the 
250 or 300 fishing boats fitted out at 
Belle Isle 200 belong to Palais and the 
others to Saiizon. 
I t is in these two 
ports that the fishermen sell their 
fish. 
An ordinary catch of sardines 
gives to eaoh boat from 8000 to 10,- 
000 fish, and the price is regulated by 
quantity 
brought 
in by the first 
comers. 


K eeps the Gun T h a t Saved Iiis Life. 
Don Stark, Ann Arbor’s hero in the 
battle at Sautiago, arrived home on a 
20-day furlough, although 
he will, 
without doubt, be discharged from 
service on account of his disabil­ 
ity. 
The nows of his arrival spread 
and friends and neighbors invaded his 
home, anxious to hear first-handed 
an account of the memorable fight 
with the Spanish. 


Stark brought back with him the 
Springfield rifle he curried and which 
saved his life. A Spanish shell struck 
the gun about 18 inches from the muz­ 
zle and bent it nearly at right angles. 
Glaucing from this the shell struck 
his wrist and severed his hand from 
his arm as if by a knife. 
Had it not 
been for his gun, the shell undoubt­ 
edly wfould have killed him. 
At the 
timo Stark was wounded he was on a 
railroad track and tho Spaniards from 
a fort a mile and a half away rained 
shot and shell among the soldiers. 
He crawled to the shelter of the 
woods, and in five minutes was being 
attended to by the surgeons.—Detroit 
(Mich.) Tribune. 


Preserving Wood F rom Decay. 


A new method of preserving wood 
from decay, known a9 the Haskin 
process, is being tried on a large scale 
in England. 
Instead of withdrawing 
the sup and injecting creosote or some 
other antiseptic substance as is us­ 
ually done, Mr. Haskin submits the 
wood to superheated air, under a 
pressure of 14 atmospheres. 
Under 
this process, it is a\erred, the sup is 
chemically change 1 into a powe:ful 
antiseptic mixture, which, by consoli­ 
dating with the fibre, strengthens as 
well as preserves the wood. 


F ru it Soup. 


Soak throe tablespoonfuls of sago 
for ono hour in a cup of cold water; 
add a pint of w'ater and cook' in a dou­ 
ble 
boiler until transparent. 
Now 
add half a cupful of evaporated ap­ 
ples stowed aud cut in small pieces,or 
doublo the amount of fresh apples, % 
half-cup each of currant juice and 
pineapple juico, a tablespoonful «of su­ 
gar and a littlo grated lemon rind« 
Servo hot with croutons. 


Crown Konst of L am b. 


Have the rack of the lamb cut from 
the shoulder close to tho loin on ono 
side. 
Separate the ribs to within two 
inches and one-half of tho backbone, 
then scrape tho moat off tho ribs as 
for French chops. 
Mako a ring of the 
rack by joining the two ends w'itli a 
skewer, having tho skin side of the 
lamb form tho inside of tho roast. 
Stand tho lamb after it is skewered in 
a roasting-pau, rib ends up. 
Seasou 
it with salt and pepper; put tho pan 
in tho oven and roast the meat quick­ 
ly until a rich brown. 
Remove it 
from the oven, place it carefully on a 
hot platter, fill tho hollow inside tho 
crown with green peas cooked dry, 
theu surrouud tho roast with neas and 
serve. 


Salm on M ayonnaise. 


Turn out a tin of su.mon and tr- 
ranpc the fish on a plate, carefully ro-: 
moving all skin and bone. 
Next pre­ 
pare the sauce. 
Place a yolk of a 
very fresh egg, perfectly free from the 
white, into a small basin, and stir with 
a w'ooden spoon, mixing in at the same 
timo salt to taste, and about half a 
saltspoonful of mustard. Have a small 
bottle of salad oil in your left hand, 
cut a hole in the cork so that the oil 
will drop slowly through it; stir vig­ 
orously the whole timo. 
Directly the 
mayonnaise begins to thicken the oil 
may be added in larger quantities, 
though still slowly. 
When about a 
gill of oil has been used, add a tea­ 
spoonful each of tarragon vinegar and 
lemon juico, and if the sauce is still 
too thick, thin it down w'ith a littlo 
cold stock. 
Prepare some lettuce and 
lay it on a dish, and on this arrauge 
the saluioa, pour the sauce over, theu 
garnish prettily with slice« of cucum­ 
ber and capers. 


Apple Sauce T h a t W ill K eep. 


This is as great a convenience at 
preserves, the preparation of apples 
for sauce not being always convenient 
for the busy housekeeper. 
Inferior 
apples may be used in this way, and 
the windfalls of early autumn, wThon 
one is fortunate euough to own an 
orchard, will bo found quite available. 
They should be peeled, cored and 
freed from every blemish, then cut up 
in quite small pieces. 
A large earth­ 
en jar with a cover should be ready to 
receive them. 
Into this put first a 
liberal sprinkling of sugar, with cin­ 
namon to taste, then a layer of apples, 
then more sugar and cinnamon, and 
so on till the jar is full. 
The sugar 
•hould be regulated according to the 
tartness of the apples, from a quarter 
to half a pound for one pound of ap­ 
ples being the rule. 
The jar should 
be placed at the back of tho range and 
the fruit kept covered and gently sim­ 
mering through the day. 
I t should 
then be set away to cool and the ap­ 
ples taken out only as they are need­ 
ed for sauce or desserts. 
Having no 
water mixed with them, apples pre­ 
pared in this way are very palatable.

H ousehold H ints. 


A littlo lemon juice or vinegar helps 
to keep cauliflowers, artichokes and 
fish white while being boiled. 


Throwing the pared fuuit into ice 
water as soon as the skin is removed 
keeps it from turning dark colored. 


Cretonne lamp shades to match the 
fashionable chintz paper and hang­ 
ings for bedrooms are already much 
in evidence. 


Essence of pennyroyal effectually 
keops away mosquitoes and gnats; the 
odor is a powerful one, and they will 
uot come near it. 


Freshly made tea or coffee stains 
may be removed by at once stretching 
the part over a bowl and slowly pour­ 
ing boiling water through it. 


In preserving berries or any other 
fruit liable to fall to pieces, if a small 
lump of alum is added to the fruit 
while oooking, it will make it firm. 


In baking cakes or gems in gem 
pans, if there is not enough batter to 
fill all the little pans, put water into 
tho ompty ones before setting in the 
oven to bake. 


The lower crust of a fruit pio will 
not become soaked 
or 
sodden if 
brushed over with white of eggs be­ 
fore the fruit is put in and if not al? 
lowed to Btand too long after baking. 


To remove the smell of new paint, 
lay a bunch of hay in tho room and 
sprinkle it with a little chloride of 
lime; close the room for several hours, 
aud when it is again opened the smell 
of paint will all b^ gone. 


It isj^aid that phosi)horescent paste, 
to be purchased of a druggist, is sure 
death to the small reel roaches that 
sometimes seem to tuue p. ^session of 
a hoii£o liko an iuvadiug army. Phos­ 
phorus is dangerous to handle, but 
the paste is quite safe, only keep it 
I way from the children.

Che Stars and Stripes Eaised in 
Porto Rico, tJ. S. A.

San Juan de Porto Rico,»Oct. 19.— 
Promptly at noon yesterday the Amer- 
ican flag was raised over San Juan. 
The ceremony was quiet and dignified, 
unmarred by disorder of any kind. 


The Eleventh regular infantry, with 
two batteries of the Fifth artillery, 
landed In the morning. The latter pro- 
ceeded to the fnrts, while the infantry 
lined up on the docks. It was a holi- 
day for San Juan, and there were many 
people in the streets. 


Rear Admiral • Schley 
and 
General 
Gordon, accompanied by their staffs, 
proceeded to the place in carriages. The 
Eleventh 
Infantry 
and 
band, 
with 
Troop H. of the Sixth United States 
cavalry, 
then 
marched 
through 
the 
streets and formed In the square oppo- 
site the palace. At 11:'10 a. m. General 
Brooke. Admiral Schley and General 
Gordon, the United States commission- 
ers, came out of the palace with many 
naval oilloers and formed on the right 
side of the square. 
The streets be- 
hind the soldiers were thronged with 
townspeople, who' stood 
waiting 
in 
dead silence. At last the city clock 
struck the hour of 12, and the crowds, 
almost breathless, and with eyes fixed 
upon the flagpole, watched for devel- 
opments. At the sound of the first gun 
from Fort Morro Major Dean and Lieu- 
tenant Castle, of General Brooke's staff, 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes, while the 
band played the "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." 


All heads were bared and the crowds 
cheered. Fort Morro, Fort San Cris- 
tobal and the United Slates revenue 
cutter Manning, lying in the harbor, 
fired 21 guns each. 


Senor Munez Rivera, who was pres- 
ident of the recent autonomist council 
of secretaries, and other officials of the 
late insular iro.vernment, were present 
at the proce-^'dings. 


Congratulations 
and 
handshaking 
among the Ameilcan officers followed. 
Knsign King hoisted the Stars 
and 
Stripes on the intendencia, but all other 
flags on the various public buildings 
were hoisted by military ofllcers. Si- 
multaneously v/ith the raising of the 
flag over the captain general's palace 
many others were hoisted in different 
parts of the city. 


The work of the United States evac- 
uation commission Is now over, and all 
the reports will he forwarded to Wash- 
ington. The labors of the party have 
terminated with honors for all con- 
cerned. The American commissioners 
worked without the least delay, and in 
the most thorough and effective man- 
ner. 


ISPAIN CAN NO LONGER DOUBT.

Cuba's Ohllsratlons AlnPitlio Assnnied 
by tho <'ubau Government« 


Paris, Oct. 19.—Spain can no longer 
have any doubt regarding the ultimate 
attitude of the United States toward 
the so-called Cuban debt. The Ameri- 
can commifislonors have declined to as- 
sume any part of it, by express treaty 
of by contract. 
They also declined to 
accept a cession of sovereignty to the 
United Rtate.s, for in that case Spain 
would claim that such a cession by its 
own force would impose the obligation 
for that debt. 


It is confidently believed that in re- 
fusing to accept the accession of sov- 
ereignty the American commissioners 
are acting also upon their iinounce- 
ment to the world in the intervention 
resolutions dir.claimlng 
any intention 
to exercise sovereignty or 
authority 
over Cuba, except for pacification, and 
then to leave the island to the control 
of its people and its people to the as- 
sumption of its obligations. 


This position of the commissioners 
couples itself with the declaration in 
the resolution that the people of Cuba 
are by right and ought to be free and 
independent, and good faith requires 
the performance of this declaration, It 
being plain that, if Cuba were annexed 
to the United States, while she might 
bo free, she would not be independent.

London. Oct. 17.—The steamer Mohe- 
gan, of the Atlantic Transfer company, 
was wrecked last Friday evening. 
Of 
the 144 persons on board, Including 53 
' passengers, 1)5 were lost. The total num- 
ber of bodies thus far recovered is B6. 


Many persons undoubtedly wore kill- 
ed by being dashed on the rocks who 
would have escaped if cast ashore on 
an ordinary coa'^^t. Some of the bodies 
are horribly mangled. 


The cause of the disaster remains the 
profoundest mystery. Nobody attempts 
to explain how the Mohegan got so 
far north of her true course—from six 
to seven miles. 
There was no fog at 
the time, while the wind on her port 
quarter was not sufficient to prevent 
her answering the helm. 
It has been 
suggested that the compass was faulty, 
but daylight lasted long 
fter Eddy- 
stone light was passed. 
The sailors 
say the fact that the Lizard light was 
not visible should have served to give 
the alarm. 


Remarkable stories of rescues con- 
tinue. 
Kobci't Barrow, a seaman, per- 
formed the feat of swimming unaided 
through the Roughest water to Cove- 
rack Point, a distance of two and one- 
half miles. He climbed up the ragged 
cliff, where a searching 
party found 
him early the next morning completely 
exhausted. A. C. L. Smith, of Oregon, 
a passenger, surrenderei-l to a woman 
in the water wreckage that was sup- 
porting him and swam ashore unaided. 
The woman was saved. 


The crew, in a chivalrous effort to 
save the women, made the mistake of 
undermannlng the boatu. 
There were 
only four sailors in one boat, which 
capsized as soon as it was launched. 
Messrs. Smith and Bloomlngdale say 
that Captain Griffiths had appeared iU 
all day.- 
f^ ^ 


The heroism of 
the EngHsh 
coast 
patrol and the discipline of the Saxon 
sailors stand out boldly. The Mohegan 
smashed upon the rocks at the Man- 
acles off the Lizard at 7 o'clock Friday 
evening while the passengers were at 
dinner. 


From the best evidence obtainable at 
St. Keverine it appears that the Mo- 
hegan foundered five minutes after she 
struck the rocks. 
She was going at 
full speed, struck twice, stopped and 
rapidly settled Into the water. 
As the 
captain and the executive officers of 
the steamer went down with her It has 
been Impossible thus far to ascertain 
how she got out of her course, as Fal- 
mouth Light and the coast were vis- 
ible. 


Dinner was ready and Captain Grif- 
fiths was about to proceed to the sa- 
loon when a sudden craph made it ap- 
parent that 
tho steamer 
had 
gone 
ashore. The captain immediately went 
on deck, and the survivors say they 
saw him on the bridge doing all in his 
power to lessen the disaster. 


There was a rush for the boats, but 
the officers stood firm and put the 
women aboard 
first. 
Captain Grifiith 
stuck to his post on the bridge shouting 
orders through a trumpet until he went 
down with the ship. 
One passenger 
cut away the falls of a lifeboat with a 
razor and thus saved several lives. 


As soon as the Mohegan struck the 
shrieks of the passengers were wafted 
ashore and the Port Houstock lifeboat 
immediately put out. 
The life savers 
did noble work, and the Port Houstock 
boat 
was 
Immediately 
followed 
by 
others. There was a high sea running, 
as the result of a gale, which made 
it necessary for tugs which put out to 
turn back. 


The terror of the scene was inde- 
scribable—men Jumped overboard in an 
agony of despair and the women pas- 
sengers huddled together and refused 
to leave the deck. The ofllcers remained 
on the bridge to the last and many 
Instances of sacrifice 
are 
recorded. 
Members of 
the crew are known to 
have stood by and watched the boat» 
launched and put off when it was ap- 
parent that these were the only means 
by which their own lives 
could 
be 
saved,

STRIKE RIOT AT VIRUEN, 


^o^vtooii Klllod In a Uattle Hotwooa 
Mlnei's and l")oputios. 


Virden, Oct. 14.—The little 
town of 
Virden is comparatively 
quiet 
after 
Wednesday's liuilnif and bloodshed, the 
long expected clash between the union 
miners and imported negroes. At 12:40 
o'clock the Chicago and Alton special 
train, bearing 200 negro miners from 
the south, arrived 
at 
the 
stockade 
around the Chlcago-Vlrden Ooal com- 
pany's mines and immediately the ter- 
rific firing bi^gan. 
The list stands 14 
dead 
and 20 wounded, 
including 11 
miners. 


Wednesday tlie Chicago and Alton 
limited due to pass here at 10 o'clock 
shot through en route to Chicago an 
hour late, displaying Hags on the rear 
indicating that a special was following. 
Immediately the word was spread, and 
a dense crowd of miners collected at 
the entrance of the stockade a half 
mile north of the station. 
D, B. Kiiey, 
a Chicago and Alton detective, stood 
guard at a switch at the south end 
of the station platform, to see it was 
not tampered with. 
He was the first 
man killed when the firing commenced. 


When the train arrivecU in sight shots 
were fired by a miner as a signal to 
the strikers in waiting. 
Immediately, 
It Is said, the deputies on the train 
fired at the crowd of strikers, and then 
the firing became general. 
The train 
remained but two minutes at the stock- 
ade, and no attempt was made to un- 
load the Imported miners. When En- 
gineer Burt Tlgar received a bullet in 
his arm and dropped from his seat his 
fireman 
opened the throttle and ran 
the train to Springfield, carrying eight 
wounded men. 


Governor Tanner declares that the 
company is responsible for the massa- 
cre, as his warning against Importing 
men had been ignored. 
The company 
holds the governor responsible, "as he 
incited the strikei's to acts of violence.*' 


Last night the company brought two 
more carioads of negroes to the mines, 
but Captain Fevier, in command of 
the militia, refused to allow them to 
disembark. They have been sent back 
to St. Louis.

passengers. 


The quartermaster steamer General 
Meigs, in charge of Major Appel, and 
having on board Governor Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania; Dr. M. S. French, of the 
National Relief association, of Phila- 
delphia; Mrs. Ernst and her two daugh- 
ters, met the transport at quarantine. 
Dr. Appel expected to have to care for 1 
a large number of sick, but, although 
he t»nk on board the Meigs from the 
transport 172 men, they were all con- 
valescents. 
These men were taken to 
the Association Home, on East 
Fif- 
teenth street, this city, where they will 
remain 
until completely 
restored 
to 
health or sufficiently recovered to de- 
part to their homes in Pennsylvania 
and other states. 


After the transfer of the sick to the 
General Meigs the Mlnnewaska steam- 
ed direct to the Erie railroad pier, and 
after unloading went to the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad pier at Jersey City, where 
six companies of the Sixteenth Penn- 
sylvania were put ashore. This morn- 
ing they left for their homes. 


The Sixteenth Pennsylvania had a 
glorious record in Porto Rico. 
This 
regiment captured two sets of colors, 
which were presented to the president 
at the White House by Captain Harry 
Hail, who came from Porto -Rico for 
the purpose. There are about 1,100 men 
in the regiment, which was engaed In 
some of the decisive engagements in 
Pprto Rico.

After my Grandmother 
Atkeuaou 
cliecl and ber -will was read they fonnd 
fchnt sbo bad divided her smaller treas- 
ures among her grandchildren.

mo came a square box, with a few 
words in the dearly remembered hand* 
writing. 
Hhe had written them years 
before she died, for the ink was faded 
and the paper yellowed with age. 
"This," the paper said, "is laid aside 
for my granddaughter, Dorothea At- 
kenson, to be given to her after my 
death.

Engraved on one side of 
the cup was the American flag and on 
the other this inscription; 


To Captain Dorry. 


Prom her faithful, loving soldiers. 


Aunt Mary, my grandmother's only 
child who had not married, still lived 
on the old homestead. 
She had sent 
me the package, with a letter telling 
of grandmother's death, but with no 
word of explanation in regard to the 
box, 


I was at boarding school when the 
package reached me, hundreds 
of 
miles from my own people. 
I wrote 
to Aunt Mary at once asking many 
questions; but she had gone abroad. 
The letter followed her over Europe, 
never catching her, and at last found 
its way back, covered with postmarks, 
to the old farm. 


I appealed to my mother, the only 
other person likely to know anything 
about it, but her answer was very un- 
satisfactory, 


"The cup," she wrote, "belonged to 
your cousin Dorothea, 
the daughter 
of your father's only brother, William 
Atkenson, 
His wife died when Doro- 
thea was born, and he,poor fellow,was 
killed in the war. The soldier cap be- 
longed to him and is connected with 
the cup in a story which I must leave 
your Aunt Mary to tell you.

Often I lifted the cup from its box 
and read the queer inscription 
and 
wondered what it meant. Many timoe 
I turned that faded cap around on my 
finger and tried to guess the story 
that connected them. 
Father 
had 
died when I was a little girl, but I 
could remember how he would say to 
me, "My precious other little Dorry." 


When Aunt Mary returned from 
abroad she wrote at once, telling me 
of my much-traveled letter and invit- 
ing me to spend a few weeks with her 
at the old homestead. 


" I will tell you the story M'hen you 
come,dear," she wrote, "andyou might 
bring the things with you, 
I should 
like to see them again." 


Three uays later I was sitting op- 
posite aunty at the tea-table in the 
familiar dining room. 


"You want the story right away, to- 
night?" she laughed, 
wonder. 
A year is a 
wait for a story. 
You shall have it as 
soon as we finish tea." 


"My poor little girl!" said aunty, 
when I brought the things and laid 
them in her lap, 
"I must show you 
her picture, Dorry." 


Such a solemn, pretty little 
round 
face! The serious bab}' mouth closed 
firmly; the gray eyes locked straight 
into yours from under tbo baby brows; 
the thick, dark hair was cut short. 


"She looked more like her Uncle 
Jim, your father, than anyone else," 
said my a'lnt, "and you mustn't be 
jealous, dear, but I'm sure ho loved 
her as much as he did you." 


"I 
don't 
wonder," I 
answered, 
pressing the face in the picture to 
mine. 
"Who could help loving her?" 


"Dear baby, her mother died when 
she was born, and her father enlisted 
in the army when she wag only two 
years ohl.

"Once a sailor always a sailor," is 
not strictly true of men-o'-war's men 
of the American navy. 
Only about 
one-half of the men who complete one 
enlistment shij^ for another three-year 
cruise. 
But about nine-tenths of the 
men who put in two cruises settle 
down to a life-long continuance in the 
service. 
Six years of navy life seem 
to thoroughly inoculate them 
with 
what the Germans call wanderlust. 
When a bluejacket passes a few of his 
summers in the latitude of the North 
cape and a coujDle of his winters down 
along the Bermudas or in the 
salu- 
brious South Pacific he is likely to 
acquire a dislike for the climate of the 
United States, and this dislike has 
more weight than anything else in 
forming his decision to remain in the 
navy. 
Moreover, after a few years 
in the navy the bluejacket seem^s to 
become possessed of the odd idea that 
he is really doing nothing aboard ship 
to earn his pay, that the perpetual 
scurry in which he is kept from all 
hands in the moruing until pipe down 
at night is really not work, and 
with 
this quaint notion he also acquires an 
exceed'ngly exaggerated idea of 
the 
terrific amount of grinding labor a 
man has to perform in order to gain a 
livelihood ashore.

jacket who has put in a coitple of 
naval cruises tho direct question, "Are

One of tho notable feats in the operations be- 
fore Santiago was porforniorl by Rergt, E I ward 
Wittig, of the Thirteenth U. S. Infantry, whoso 
homo is in Adnms county, Pa, He was in com- 
mand of a small gquad of men and a Gathng 
gun* He nnd his soUUerB pushed their way up 
one of tho San Juan hills, pullint; the gun after 
them, cutting the barbed wire foniies and reach- 
ing tlio top in thofncoofa furious fire from the 
Spaninrds. Many men would have turned back 
and dragged tho gun down the hill again, or 
possibly, let it remain to be used by Spaniards, 
for the bullets from tho Mauser rifles were cat- 
ting through tho air with an unpleasant persist- 
ency, But tho Pennsylvania-German Sergeant 
was not to bo kept from thecrcst of tho hill- He 
and his men were often compelled to hnlt nud 
screen themselves in tho underbrush, some ivoro 
woundedf it seemed thac all must be hhut dcwi,, 
but the ¡»rogrcss of tho Gatling gun was never 
stopped long. Pulling and pushing it the sold- 
iers gf»t it to tho crest and then what vengeance 
they took upoo the Spiinianis who had wounded 
their comradesl Turning the gun upon them 
Sergt. Wittig begiin pouring into their broken 
ranka 500 souts a minu te and they scattered in 
quick profusion. And so bravely did M'ittig 
and his few men defend their position that tho 
Spaniards were unable to dislodge theui.

T h e Birds of Alaska, 


Thefollowing from Outing describes 
some of the 
birds 
which 
breed so 
plentifullf in the laud of the Klon- 
dike: 


"Xo sooner had the twilight settled 
over the iriland thtin new bird 
voices 
called from the hills about us. Tho 
birds of the day were at rest and their 
place was filled with the night 
deni- 
zens of tho island. 
They came 
from 
the dark recesses of the forests, first 
single stragglers,- increased by mid- 
night to a stream of eager birds, pass- 
ing to and from the sea. 
Many, at- 
tracted by the glow of the burning 
logs, alt-ered their course and circled 
about the fire a few times and then 
sped CD. 
From their notes Ave iden- 
tified the principal night prowlers as 
the CasHin's auklet, 
rhinoceros 
auk, 
murrelet aud varieties of petrol. 


''All through thenight our slumbers 
were frequently disturbed by birds 
alighting on the sides of tho tent, slip- 
ping down with great scratching into 
the grass below, 
where our excited 
do^: took a hand in tho matter, 
day- 
light often 
finding 
our tent 
strewn 
with the birds he had captured during 
the night. 
When he. found 
time to 
sleep I do not know. He was after 
birds the entire twenty-four hours. 


"In climbing over the hilla of the 


island we discovered the retreats of 
these night birds, tbe soil everywhere 
through the deep M'oods being 
fairly 
honeycojubed with their nesting 
bur- 
rows. 
The larger tunnels of the rhi- 
nqceros auks were, as a rule, pn the 
slopes of the hill, while the little bur- 
rows of the Cassin's auklet 
wore on 
top in tho fiat places. 
We opened 
many of their queer abodes that ran 
back with many turns to a distance of 
ten feet or more. 
One or both 
birds 
were invariably found at the end, cov- 
ering their siugle egg,fur thia species, 
like many other sea birds, divide the 
duties of incubation, both sexesdoing 
an equal share, relieving 
each othar

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QUEER WAR STATISTICS. 


ENTERTAINING FIGURES A N E N T T H E 


ARMY AND THE SUPPLIES USED. 


One of the noat Intorojitliiff Quoations In 
Ilolatloii to tlio rifflitlng: Pioblein Is 
That ofTrnu*portation—-Wtiv'» Cost May 
Itcach tho Total of a UiUloii dollars. 


Now that the war is over somo per- 
sons would like to know how mauy 
bullets were fired during the conflict, 
but since that cannot bo ascertained, 
it is striking enough to consider that 
the 277,000 men now composing the 
army of the United States carry in 
their cartridge 
belts more than 27,- 
000,000 rifle balls. 
At all events they 
would carry that many if all of them 
were armed with the new magazine 
rifle, commonly known as the Kras-Jor- ' 
gensen, 100 cartridges being allowed 
to each man. Before long all of Uncle 
Sam's soldiers will bo provided with 
this weapon instead of tho ^'archaic*' 
Springlicld. 


Thus equipped, the 277,000 men 
now enlisted would carry 372 tons of 
bullets at their waists, and thismakeg 
reckoniug of only the leaden balls, and 
not the cartridges containing them. 
Each of the cartridges is a bit over 
three inches long, 
and if all those 
contained in the bolts of tho soldiers 
were placed end to end they would 
stretch 13(36 miles. 
Just think of the 
destructive power represented by that 
line of cartridges I 


The barrel of one of these regula- 
tion rifles is 30 inches long. 
If all of 
them—the 277,000--were placed end 
to end so as to make a continuous 
tube, 
the latter would extend X31 
miles, or just about the distance from 
Washington to Philadelphia. 
But to 
render the thing more striking, con- 
sider the fact that the new rifle will 
kill a man at 4400 yards. This makes 
a total effective range of 692,500 miles 
for 277,000 rifles. 
Accordingly, if 
the velocities of .all the bullets could 
be combined, three sharpshooters on 
earth 
would 
be 
able to shoot far 
enough to kill three men ou the moon. 


Each soldier's uniform, with cape 
overcoat, requires eleven and a quar- 
ter square yards of material. 
Hence 
it appears that if the cloth used for 
making war costumes for the 277,000 
men in the army if spread out would 
cover just about 044 acres, or a little 
over a square mile. 
At $18.54 a suit 
an outfit of uniforms for all of the 
troops of the United States costs the 
government 35,1(J6,050, 
enough 
to 
build, furnish and arm the biggest 
and finest kind of a battleship, such 
as the Oregon. 


Most of the volunteers in the war 
have received only one blanket apiece 
from Uncle Sam, 
though the usual 
alloAvance is two. 
These blankets are 
of exceptionally fine material, costing 
^d.33 a piece. 
To provide every man 
in tho army with one means an ex- 
pense of $1)22,410, and these 277,000 
blankets 
would 
cover 244 acres of 
gvonnd. 
They are seven feet long by 
livo and a half feet wide, and it is 
tigreed by both officers and men in 
the service that better poker can bo 
played on them' than ou any other 
kind of a cloth. 


To make an army shirt of cloth re- 
quires three square yards of stuff, 
and tho government "pays $1.95 for 
the finished garment. 
Thus it is eas- 
ily calculated that such shirts for all 
the troops would com© to a total of 
$540,000 and the matei'ial for them 
would spread over 172 acres. 
More 
interesting is tlw fact that 34,025 
calves would be required to furnish 
leather for the shoes of all the regi- 
ments, and this would take no account 
of the soles and heels which would 
have to be supplied by 90,283 cows. 


less than 200 miles. If it be 8upi>o3od 
that the jouruey taken by the aver- 
age enlisted 
man was 200 miles, it 
will appear that the total number of 
miles traversed was 55,400,000. 
This 
total represents more than half the 
distance from the earth to the sun, 
and a paid ticket on that basis would 
entitle an individual soldier to 115 
round trips to the moon. 


The w^ar department says that it 
costs eighteen cents a day to maintain 
a soldier, 
This^ of course, means the 
regular rations. 
Transportation of 
provisions means an extra expense, 
and so it is reckoned that a 
fighting 
man requires 22 cents ^ day for his 
maintenance. 
Now, at this rate, tho 
government is obliged to pay $(>0,940 
a day for food for the 277,000 men en- 
listed. 
Each man is entitled to an 
allowance of twenty ounces of fresh 
meat a da}^ which moans a total of 
346,250 pounds for the entire army. 
Of 
flour 
the allowance is eighteen 
ounces, amounting to 1589 barrels a 
day for the whole army. 
Beckoning 
things on the same basis, the army as 
at present constituted requires 1731 
barrels of'potatoes daily, and for the 
same period 27,700 pounds of coffee, 
41,550 poumlsof sugar, 11,279 pounds 
of salt, 
5639 pouuds of soap, 4424 
pounds 
of candles, 692 pounds of 
pepper and 44 hogsheads of vinegar.

the sex in this line of work. 
The

crease of business and of lawsuits, 
and the ever-swelling host of young 
lawyers, together afford an excuse for 
a vast amount of printing. 
There are 
a dozen or more large publishing 
houses running at full force on new 
law books, which must be sold. Some 
of them are indispensable and every 
good lawyer must have them. 
But a 
large proportion are reports of the 
decisions of out-of-the-way 
courts, 
collections of cases in special lines of 
practice, or digests of all manner of 
obiter law in every petty court in the 
laud.

port," and it was so named long ago, 
shortly after the first great voyage of 
Columbus into the unknown western 
sea. 
It was known as a jDort of call 
for the immense Spanish galleons ou 
their way to and from the coasts of 
Central America and the islands of the 
Antilles, and, therefore, was watched 
with particular interest by the mer- 
chant mariners of merry 
England. 
Many a fine old galleon was lucked up 
iu the sea around San Juan. 
But not 
only the hope of picking up a galleon 
or two inspired the English sea rovers 
to steer for Porto Rico. 
Out of tho 
mysterious Western World there came 
adventurers Avith strange and exciting 
tales of ancient Indian mines in the 
island, and Porto Rico swam before 
the eyes of the knights of the sea in 
those days in a golden glory. 


That gold was produced in the island 
in paying quantities is proven by the 
fact that the Si^aiftsh from the time of 
its conquest maintained a mint there, 
and the Indians carried on their bar- 
ter with the white men with gold and 
silver. 
The city of San Juan de Porto 
Rico, one of the old towns of the new 
world, was always full of treasure, 
and many attacks were made on it by 
British 
soldiers, 
sailors, 
merchant 
mariners and plain pirates. 
The city 
was garrisoned strongly in 
conse- 
quence, and the fortifications were tho 
strongest of any in the new world. 


So powerful were tho defenses that 
few ordinary rovers' expeditions dnrod 
to attack the place. 
Most of them 
contented themselves 
with cruising 
ujD and down outside and swooping on 
Buch Spanish vessels as happened to 
Bail to or from the port 
ISven the 
English considered tho port impreg- 
nable, 
Once they succeeded in tak- 
ing it, but not by sea. 
The natural 
disadvantages of 
the country made 
it impossible for them to hold it, how- 
ever. The first man to attack it, Drake, 
nearly paid for it with the loss of his 
whole ileet. 
® 


The successful attack on Porto Rico 
was made exactly three centuries ago, 
in June, 1598. Then the Earl of Cum- 
berland took it after severe 
fighting, 
with the intention of holding it for 
his country as an outpost of British 
colonies. 
But fever and heat made it 
impossible to remain and the forces 
were withdrawn with no profit to show 
for the occupation, for the treasure 
houses had been emptied and the In- 
dians would not, or could not, 
tell 
where the rich mines wore. 


Drake's 
unsuccessful 
attack 
had 
been made three years before and had 
been confined to an attack by sea. His 
men were beaten off with great loss, 
Drake had been after a galleon that 
was repairing in the harbor and after 
the tieaauro that was in the island 
treasure houses. 
But 
the Earl of 
Cumberland was after the island and 
its hidden mines. 
So rich was the 
island said to be that the English be- 
lieved that gold had been found there 
in wedges and nuggets great enough 
to shvve as plates 
and trays when 
beaten out. 


The Earl of Cumberland's men, after 
they had takeh the town, heard that 
Joachin de Luyando, once a mint mas- 
ter in the island, who had become 
prodigiously wealthy in a few years, 
had sent the king of Spain a mass of 
pure gold which was found to be worth 
3500 ducats. 
That there was such a 
mint master on the island and that he 
was enormously rich, is established. 
But where the mines are from which 
the wealth came none knows today. 
All that is known is that old mines 
were worked by the Indians and slaves 
of the Spanish somewhere in the in- 
terior of the island and that the ore 
was transported to San Juan on the 
backs of the workers. 


It was sometime in the reign of 
Philip of Spain that the gold mines of 
Porto Rico were sealed up and their 
secret lost, 
unless it exists 
some- 
where in some ancient and forgotten 
state paper iu the archives of Spain. 
Tho island was of the greatest impor- 
tance to the Spanish government as a 
port of call and a harbor of refuge 
for the groat treasure ships that sailed 
between Spain and the 
other more 
western ports of the Antilles and the 
rich Central American coast. 
For this 
reason alone the English were anxious 
to possess 
it, but it was hard to get 
an expedition out in those days unless 
the gentlemen adventurers foresaw a 
good share of spoils. 
Therefore, it 
was baid, tlie king of Spain, having 
niuny other sources of gold at his dis- 
posal, thought it prudent not to tempt 
the English to attack his noi-essary 
outpost, and for this reason the mines 
were shut down and sealed. 


At any rate, the Porto Rico gold 
mines 
disappeared 
from 
common 
knowledge all at once. 
And never 
has there been any authentic account 
of them since then.

the "Water. 


The peddlers in tho streets of Paris 
are now crying out, 
"Sardines 
de 
Nantes!" and the grocers display tho 
little varnished boxes labelled 
"Sar- 
dines a Thuile, 
fabrication 
1S98,'' 
But where 
do 
the sardines 
come 
from? 
Certainly 
not from Nantes. 
They come from Quiberon, 
Douar- 
nenez, 
Concarneau, 
Croisic, 
and 
especially from Belle Isle. 


The sardine 
fishing 
season 
com- 
mences at the beginning of J une. 
As 
soon as the fishermen of the coast of 
Brittany notice shoals of porpoises or 
flocks of seagulls off shore in great 
numbers they immediately make sail, 
for thB sardine is-there. 
The birds 
and porpoises locate him. 
The build- 
ing and repairing of the sardine fish- 
ing boats during what is called the 
dead season give employment 
to a 
great many workmen. 
As a rule, they 
are ten-tonnera, with a crew of from 
six to ten meu. 
Tho captain and the 
mate are the only professional fisher- 
men on board; the others are men of 
all tradesv 
The outfit consists ex- 
clusively 
of nets with very 
sr^all 
meshes, and their 
length is 
from 
100 to 500 
metres. 
The 
upper 
parts of the nets are kept upon the 
surface of the water by corks and the 
entire machine is held rigid by pieces 
of lead at the bottom. 
The nets are 
all stained a sort of sea green color, 
to render them less visible. 


When the first school of sardines is 
noticed the boats all run to the fishing 
grounds. 
The exact presence of the 
fish is determined by an oily substance 
on the surface of the water and also 
by a considerable 
quantity of 
little 
scales, which give the water a metallic 
aiDpearance. 
In calm weather, 
as 
soon as the captain has his boat im- 
mediately over the shoal he lowers his 
nets, and two men of the crew, with 
great oat's, work steadily to keep the 
boat 
stationary, 
while the 
others 
lower the nets. 
Standing at the stern 
of the boat the 
captain throws the 
chum overboard. 
This chum is a bait 
made of the eggs of the codfish, and it 
keeps the fish in the desired place. 
A spot that is well baited in this way 
is called larden in French, and the 
coasting of the chum is called bailler. 


In a few moments, if the fish are 
plentiful, new 
quantities 
of 
scales 
float upon the surface and the net it- 
self is agitated by the struggles of the 
immense number of 
fish. 
Then it is 
lifted, and while the sails are again 
hoisted and the boat pointed for shore 
the men of the crew shake the nets 
and toss the fish upon the deck, 


A curious thiig 
about this kind of 
fishing is that one rarely sees a living 
sardine out of the water. 
The fish 
make a little squeak when taken from 
the water and die instantly. 
Of the 
250 or 300 fishing boats fitted out at 
Belle Isle 200 belong to Palais and the 
others to Sauzon. 
It is in these two 
ports that tho 
fishermen 
sell their 
fish. 
An ordinary catch of sardines 
gives to each boat from 8000 to 10,- 
000 fish, and the price is regulated by 
quantity 
brought 
in by the 
first 
comers.

Have tho rack of the lamb cut from 
the shoulder close to tho loin on one 
side. 
Separate tho ribs to within two 
inches and one-half of tho backbone, 
then scrape the moat off tho ribs as 
for French chops.

Turn out a tin of si^.mon and tr- 
ranpc th® finh on a plate, carefully re-' 
moving all skin and bone. 
Next pre- 
pare tho sauce. 
Place a yolk of a 
very fresh egg, perfectly free'from the 
white, into a small basin, and stir with 
a wooden spoon, mixing in at the samo 
time salt to taste, and about half a 
saltspoonful of mustard. Have a small 
bottle of salad oil in your left hand, 
cut a hole iu the cork so that the oil 
will drop slowly through it; stir vig- 
orously the whole time. 
Directly the 
mayonnaise begins to thicken the oil 
may be added in larger quantities, 
though still slowly. 
When about a 
gill of oil has been used, add a tea- 
spoonful each of tarragon vinegar and 
lemon juice, and if the sauce is still 
too thick, thin it down with a littlo 
cold stock. 
Pj'opare some lettuce and 
lay it on a dish, and on this arrange 
the salmoa, pour the sauce over, thou 
garnish prettily with slice« of cucum- 
ber and capers. 


Apple Sauco That Will Koop. 


This is as great a convenience a« 
preserves, the preparation of apples 
for sauce not being always convenient 
for the busy housekeeper. 
Inferior 
apples may be used in this way, and 
the windfalls of early autumn, when 
one is fortunate enough to own au 
orchard, will be found quite available. 
They should be peeled, cored 
and 
freed from every blemish, then cut up 
in quite small pieces. 
A large earth- 
en jar with a cover should be ready to 
receive them. 
Into this put first a 
liberal sprinkling of sugar, with cin- 
namon to taste, then a layer of apioles, 
then more sugar and cinnamon, and 
BO on till the jar is full. 
The sugar 
•hould be regulated according to the 
tartness of the apples, from a quarter 
to half a pound for one pound of ap- 
ples being the rule. 
The jar should 
be placed at the back of tho range and 
the fruit kept covered and gentJy sim- 
mering tha'pugh the day. 
It should 
then be set away to cool and the ap- 
ples taken out only as they are need- 
ed for sauce or desserts. 
Having no 
water mixed with them, apples pre- 
pared in this way are very palatable.

A new method of j^i'eserving wood 
from decay,

process, is being tried on a large scale 
in England.

ually done, Mr. Haskin submits the 
wood 
to superheated 
air, under a 
pressure of 14 ntujosjjheres. 
Under 
this process, it is a\erj ec], the sap is 
chemically chau^jel vitv a ptnve:ful 
antiseptic mixture, which, by consoli- 
dating with the fibre, strengthens as 
veil as preserves the wood.
